made ſubiect to ant were vnto vs any Arrerages, Iſſues 02 meane pꝛolits) byour 


Pꝛoclamation bearing date the firſt day of October laſt paſt befoze the date here⸗ | 
ok, publiſh, pꝛopound, and offer certaine fagours, remedies and meanes of reaſonable and eaſie Compoſitions 


fo ſuch Alienations. So as they did come in and take the benefit ol our ſaid Pꝛincely offers,and fauozs, befozethe 
end of Hillary Terme then next enſuing the date ol our ſa'd Pꝛoclamation, although ſuch perſons making thoſe 
ſecret Conueyances, of purpoſe to detraud vs of our due, deſerued no fauour : Foꝛalmuch as wee doe vnderſtand 
that diuers ol our ſubiects whom it concerneth, hauing ſithence the publiſhing ok our ſaid Pꝛoclamation aduiſed 
and conſidered with their learned Counſel! alwel ol the loſſes, fozfeitures and damages, which they haue incurred 
by reaſon of ſuch Alienations, as alſoofthe great fauour and benefit offered vnto them by our ſaid Pzoclamation, 
haue and dayly doe humbly compound with our Officers of our ſaid Alienations, thereby very thankfully and 
duetikullp accepting of our grace and kauour in that behalke: 

And being further giuen to vnderſtand, that the knowledge ok our ſaid Pꝛoclamation did ſo lately come into 
diuers parts of our Realme, and to the vnderſtanding of many our Subiects, as they could not (thzough the 
oztnelle ol the time pꝛeſcribed by our ſaid Pꝛoclamation) conſider and reſolue of their leuerall Caſes; Wee haue 
therefoze thought good, accoꝛding to our Pꝛincely and gracious diſpoſition and purpoſe in this behalle, not to 
binde, oz confine our fauours to ſuch ſtraitneſſe of time, as that our louing Subiects ſhould not be able therein 
to make vſe of the ſame. And therekoze conſidering the waightinelle ofthe cauſe, and well allowing that our 
ſubiects ſhould haue conuenient time to take counſell and aduile fo2 the perfozmance oftheir ſaid Compoſition; 
And tothe endthat they may haue no iuſt excule, if they ſbalbe put to ant were vs our due, accoꝛding to the Law, 
when they ſhall haue wilfully refuſed our fanour: Me doe by this our Pꝛoclamation, publiſh,fignifie and declare, 
That all ſuch of our Subiects as ſhall befoze the Feaſt of All Saints next enſuing, offer Comp to our laid 
Dfficers ofthe ſaid Altenations , accoꝛding to the Articles conteined in our ſaid koꝛmer Pꝛoclamation, ſhalbe ad⸗ 
mitted to make their Compoſitions accozdingly, and ſhall haue and entoy all ſuch benefit , pzofit and kauour, as 
they might oz ſhould haue had, if they had compounded within the time limitted by our ſaid fozmer Pꝛoclama⸗ 
tion, Anything in our ſaid foꝛmer Pꝛoclamation conteined to the contrary notwithſtanding. 


Pꝛouided that ſuch as ſhall not take benefic of this extent ot our fauour, are not to expect afterward any fur- 
ther enlargement ol time, noꝛ other diſpenſation whatſoeuer in that behalle. 
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Giuen at our Court at Rovſton the xviij. day of February, in the ſixt yeere of our Raigne of 
Great Britaine, France and Ireland. |
